LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale 
Bumpers 
predicted 


Wednesday that as a result of 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 
ger's latest opinion on the U.S. 
Supreme Court position on ra- 
cial balance in schools, a lot of 
school districts would probably 
ask the courts for re-evaluation 
of their cases. 


Burger said in the opinion 


that the court did not require 
a fixed racial balance in the 
schools. He said lower courts 
were misinterpreting the opin- 
ion if they ordered busing in the 
belief that such a balance was 
required. 


The pivotal court ruling on 


racial balance came in the case 
of Swann vs. Charlotte-Meck- 
lenburg Board of Education 
from North Carolina. The jus- 
tices unanimously upheld a bus- 
ing plan that had been intend- 
ed in that case to achieve the 
same racial balance in each 
school at Charlotte, N.C. 


Bumpers said that what Bur- 


ger said in his decision was 
exactly what the governor had 
interpreted the Charlotte-Meck- 
lenburg decision April 20 to say 
— that racial blanace is not re- 
quired in every school in a 
community. 


Burger said Tuesday that fed- 


eral judges were misreading 
the decision if they assumed the 
court has ordered a racial bal- 
ance in each school. 


The governor said "apparent 


confusion" at the national level 
over the status of busing was 
an indication "of some minds of 
the people who came up with 
the idea in the first place." 


He said there was an appar- 


ent lack of leadership at the na- 
tional level and that the confus- 
ion could have a "serious 
dilatory" effect on education.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government's first price report 
since President Nixon's wage- 
price freeze showed today that 
wholesale costs of food, indus- 
trial raw materials and finished 
manufactured 
products 
rose 


three-tenths of one per cent in 
August. 


The rise matched the smal- 


lest increase in five months but 
because wholesale food prices 
did not drop as much as ex- 
pected for the month, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics figured 
the over-all rise at seven-tenths 
of one per cent on a seasonally 
adjusted basis—highest in six 
months. 


"The August index is based 


almost entirely on prices pre- 
vailing before the wage-price 
stabilization action announced 
by the President on Aug. 15," 
the bureau said. 


The August rise brought the 


Wholesale Price Index up to 
114.9 of its 1967 base of 100, 
four per cent above a year ear- 
lier. 


This was the largest annual 


spread in 16 months. 


The index figure means that 


it cost $114.90 on the average 
last month for wholesale goods 
that cost $100 four years ago. 


Although 
wholesale 
food 


prices generally declined, egg 
prices rose more than 23 per 
cent and fresh fruits and vege- 
tables went up six per cent for 
the month. These are the main 
food items that are specifically 
exempted from the price freeze 
both at wholesale and retail 
levels. 


The report said that average 


prices of industrial raw mate- 
rials rose five-tenths of one per 
cent, largely because 
of in- 


creases for steel products and 
lumber and wood products. 


The prices of consumer fin- 


ished goods ready to go to 
retailers rose three-tenths of 
one per cent, it said. 


"The continued upward push 


in prices of construction mate- 
rials 
including 
lumber 
and 


wood products, steel mill prod- 
ucts and concrete products 
caused a nine-tenths of one per 
cent increase for processed ma- 
terials, 
supplies 
and com- 


ponents," the bureau said. 


"Metals and metal products 


had the greater influence as 
major advance was registered 
for steel mill products, non- 
ferrous 
metals, 
containers, 


hardware and a variety of oth- 
er metal products," it said.

"They 
can hear the dialogue and with 
their keen hearing, they can 
follow much of the action by 
the sound of footsteps, deduce 
locations by the way sound 
bounces off walls, interpret the 
meaning of closing doors and 
starting motors. Besides, there 
is usually a sighted person 
around to clue them in from 
time to time." 


Franciscus, a 
slight blond 


man whose last successful TV 
series was "Mr. Novak," plays 
Mike I,ongstreet, a crack insur- 
ance investigator blinded in an 
explosion that killed his wife. 


"This fellow is far more out 


of reach for me than Novak, a 
teacher, ever was," the actor 
said. "It is taking me a long 
time to really get into him." 


Franciscus said that after the 


pilot sold as a series, he "put 
on a blindfold for 24 hours to 
get the feeling. It was easy 
enough 
to 
make 
my 
way 


around familiar surroundings, 
but once I was outside, I was 
completely lost." 


He worked with the blind at a 


school, learning the correct 
way to use a cane. But the 
greatest help came from talks 
with the blind students. 


"I learned what made a good 


day for them or a bad day," he 
explained. 
"I 
learned 
what 


were compensating factors for 
their loss. Later I went to San 
Raphael near San Francisco 
and worked with the guide 
dogs." 


Eventually Franciscus wrote, 


for his own guidance as much 
as to help the assortment of 
script writers and directors, a 
five-page biography of the man 
he proposed to play.

The cough usually brings 


up fluid—often at least two 
tablespoons a day and some- 
times much more. In the 
early stages, the fluid is 
relatively odorless, but as 
the disease progresses and 
more fluid is trapped, or if 
there is an associated infec- 
tion, the fluid can develop a 
foul odor. The two most 
common symptoms of bron- 
chiectasis 
are 
a 
chronic 


cough and coughing up a lol 
of sputum. The patient may 
otherwise feel well, unless 
a lot of the lung is involved. 


Less commonly, a person 


may 
have "dry bronchi- 


ectasis" with a cough but no 
sputum. These individuals 
sometimes bleed and start 
coughing up blood. 


A plain X ray of the chest 


usually shows evidence of 
the enlarged 
and dilated 


bronchial tree. A more exact 
diagnosis can be made by 
putting a dye in the bron- 


chial tree that outlines the 
bronchi 
more 
clearly 
on 


X-ray studies. (This is not a 
simple procedure.) 


Treatment c o n s i s t s of 


"postural drainage" daily. 
Since the lower bronchial 
tree is usually involved, the 
person 
should assume 
a 


position with the head down 
so the collected secretions 
can 
drain out, 
just like 


emptying a bottle. A mini- 
mum of 30 minutes a day of 
postural 
drainage 
is 'ad- 


vised. The biggest complica- 
tion is infection and appro- 
priate antibiotic treatment is 
often necessary. 


In certain cases, surgical 


removal of the affected bron- 
chi is advisable. Whether to 
use medical or surgical treat- 
ment has to be decided in 
each individual case after a 
careful evaluation to deter- 
mine the extent of the dis- 
ease. It is wise for individ- 
uals with bronchiectasis to 
minimize the probability of 
respiratory infections. That 
means staying away from 
people with "colds."

K. Henderson wrote his com- 
manding genera! five weeks 
after the My I,ai massacre. 


The first 
public quotation 


from 
Henderson's 
April 24, 


1968, report was read Wednes- 
day at a court-martial where 
the former brigade commander 
faces charges of trying to con- 
ceal "the intentional infliction 
of death or injury upon non- 
combatants." 


Henderson, in the 
lM>-page 


report to Maj. Gen. Samuel W. 
Koster, who commanded the 
Americal Division, said he ar- 
rived at the conclusion after in- 
terviewing four officers. 


But on the witness stand one 


of the four, Maj. Charles C. 
Calhoun, the operations officer 
of Task Force Barker, said he 
had never been questioned by 
Henderson about the atrocities. 


"I possibly could have been 


queried by Col. Henderson con- 
cerning the conduct of the oper- 
ation," said Calhoun, now as- 
signed at Ft. Monroe, Va. "I 
don't recall any questions about 
possible misconduct in the op- 
eration." 


Maj. Carroll J. Tichenor, the 


prosecutor, asked, "Do you feel 
you would presently recall if 
you were questioned by Col. 
Henderson if people were gath- 
ered 
together and shot by 


Charlie Company." Again Cal- 
houn said he wasn't questioned. 


Defense attorney Henry D. 


Rothblatt objected that Tich- 
enor was trying through ques- 
tions "to suggest what he can't 
prove," and 
nothing further 


was read from the letter. 


In its investigation of the My 


Lai incident, a House subcom- 
mittee said the Henderson re- 
port briefly described the ac- 
tion, reported 
that 20 non- 


combatants were killed "and 
concluded that their deaths re- 
sulted when they were inad- 
vertently caught in preparatory 
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fire and cross fires." 


Numerous witnesses have tes- 


tified at previous My Lai trials 
that Charlie Company received 
no return fire in the March 16, 
1968, search and destroy oper- 
ation. Lt. William L. Calley Jr. 
was convicted of killing at least 
22 civilians. 


Of the 
four officers men- 


tioned in Henderson's letter 
only Calhoun and Capt. Ernest 
Medina—Charlie

commander—are 
living.

Earl R. Michaels, who com- 
manded another infantry com- 
pany, died in a helicopter crash 
three months after My Lai.
